No  plants  can  equal  their 
vivid  display  of  color.  Their  panicles  of  crimson  and 
scarlet,  fglistening  pink  and  salmons,  pure  shining  whites, 
and  purple-blue  create  a  garden  of  brilliance.  We  have  dis¬ 
continued  growing  all  poorer  and  antiquated  varieties  and 
offer  you  only  those  varieties  that  have  better  coloi's,  more 
freedom  of  bloom,  stronger  habit,  and  greater  freedom 
from  disease.  Plant  12  to  18  inches  apart  in  soil  that  has 
been  deeply  enriched  with  rotted  manure  and  they  will 
look  so  much  better  if  you  will  plant  3  or  more  plants 
of  a  kind  in  a  group.  Come  to  see  our  young  Phlox  plants 
which  are  in  bloom  from  now  until  frost.

terraces,  dry  hillsides  and  graves.

Popular  Lilies 

MADONNA  LILY  (Lilium  candiduiii).  This  is  also  called 
the  June  Lily,  because  it  skives  us  lovely,  well  known 
and  popular,  waxen  white  lilies  in  late  June  and  early 
July.  3  to  4  feet  high.  Plant  not  over  3  inches  deep. 
Three  large  bulbs  for  60c  or  $2.00  per  dozen. 

RED  RUSSIAN  LILY  (Lilium  elegans).  A  dwarf  Lily  of 
easy  culture  and  very  desirable.  Clusters  of  large  erect 
flowers  in  June  and  July  of  an  orange-red  color.  15  to 
18  inches  high.  3  for  60c  or  $2.00  per  dozen. 

FORMOSA  LILY  (Lilium  formosanum).  Most  remarkable 
Lily  introduced  in  recent  years.  The  white  trumpets  are 
much  longer  and  narrower  than  those  of  the  Regai  Lily 
and  bloom  in  September  and  October.  Easy  culture  in 
well  drained  soil.  Plant  6  inches  deep.  3  for  60c  or  $2.00 
pel  dozen. 

REGAL  LILY  (Lilium  Regale).  It  is  one  of  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  and  hardiest  of  Lilies.  The  abundance  of  sw'eet- 
scented  flowers  are  white,  with  the  outside  or  back  hav¬ 
ing  a  pinkish  tinge  which  makes  it  very  lovely.  The 
plants  grow  from  3  to  5  feet  high  and  are  very  floriferous 
when  well  established,  bearing  as  high  as  18  to  20  flow¬ 
ers  in  July.  Plant  6  inches  deep  in  well  drained  soil. 
Three  large  blooming  size  bulbs  for  60c  or  $2.00  per  doz. 

TIGER  LILY.  (Lilium  tigrinum).  An  old  favorite  with  very 
easy  culture.  A  deep  orange  lily  with  black  .sunts.  August 
bloomer.  4  to  5  feet  high.  3  for  60c  or  $2.00  per  dozen. 

CORAL  LILY  (Lilium  tenuifolium) .  A  charming  little  gem 
of  the  family  with  deep  scarlet  flowers  on  18  inch  stems 
in  June.

Peonies,  of  well  chosen  kinds,  produce  magnificent,  color¬ 
ful  and  fragrant  bloom  for  over  a  month  in  late  Spring. 
In  planting  this  old  favorite,  dig  the  soil  deeply  and  en- 
1  ich  it  with  well-decayed  manure  or  bonemeal  or  both 
and  the  plants  should  be  set  so  that  the  buds  svill  he  exact¬ 
ly  two  inches  under  the  surface  of  the  ground..  We  send 
you  strong  three  to  five  eye  undivided  plants  this  fall.

Needs  a  moist 
location  or  watered  well  during  dry  weather.  Must  not 
have  a  limy  soil.

Dwarf  I  ris

Virginia  Bluebells 

The  Virginia  Bluebell  (Mertensia  virginica)  isi  one  cf  the 
most  beautiful  and  a  leader  of  the  early  spring  flowering 
plants.  The  tubular,  bell-like  flowers,  which  hang  :'n  grace¬ 
ful  clusters  on  15  to  18  inch  stems,  are  pink  when  in  bud 
and  change  to  a  lovely  gentian-blue  v/hen  open.  Will  grow 
in  full  sun  in  the  ordinary  border,  but  very  desirable  for 
naturalizing  in  shade.  The  foliage  dies  down  shortly  after 
flowering.
